Many attempts were made Thursday te 
identify the man who shot himself Tues- 
day night or Wednesday morning at the 
Lindell Hotel, where he registered Tuesday 
afternoon as “Thomas L. Maxey of Chi- 
cago.”’ 

The first person to call at the morgue 
for the purpose was Herman Fritschie, a 
barber, of 607 Lucas avenue, who thought 
the dead man might have been the pergon 
who took a bath at his place shortly after 
noon - Tuesday. 

Fritschie gave the police a card which 
he said he had found in the bathroom after 
the depurture of his customer. Engraved 
upon it is “J. M. Cockri:l, Ok.ahoma Clty, 
©. T., Order of Eagles.” He said he be- 
lieved that his visitor had dropped the card 
while taking a bath. 

After viewing une body Fritschie said tts 
features strikingly resembied those of the 
man who had cailed at his shop. He said: 

“My observation was attracted particu- 
larly to the man because he left a hand 
grip with me, with the remark that he 
would return later in the day for it. ‘ 
looked him over anc so that I might 
be abie to identify him when he should call, 

‘When I read Wednesday afternoon 
about the suicide and saw the description 
of the man, I concluded that he might be 
the owner of the grip, which ts still in 
my possession. I cannot say positively 
whether this is true, the body looks very 
much lke that of my customer.” : 

Cc. Yeager, an assistant of Fritschie, who 
was in the shop when the man called, aise 
visited the Morgue. He declared that the 
resemblance between the dead man and the 
customer was close.

The committee further expressed the opinion that the gen- 
eration now passing away will probably never completely 
Outlive the prejudices engendered by the war. 

We beileve the committee is mistaken. The prejudices 
Which still survive are impotent for harm and remain only 
tO amuse the vast majority of both sections. 

A faithful history of the Civil War must be 
Scholarship, one of the chief elements of Which is honesty. 
The true scholar wi!) get his facts and weigh them in ‘a 
true balance. That is all there is in the question of school 
text books of history. 

The fatal defect of many of these school historians is just 
this—imperfect Ri holarship. The poorly trained writer 
merely the poorly trained observer, and investigator. He 
dows not know how to observe, nor how to search for his 
material, and having it, he does not know just what tt means, 

When properly educated persons write histories of the war 
they will be impartia!

TO REMEDY NEGLECT 


AND 


TO GET OLYMPIAN GAMES 


Local Athletes and Turner Delegations | 
Going to Buffalo Next Week to 
Complete for Pan-Amer- 
ican Prizes. 


Local athletes have about given up hope 
of arranging for the Olympian games of 
1904 to be held in St. Louls. 

The International Congress, which met in 
Paris recently, awarded Chicago the honor, 
the cinims of St. Louis not being upheld 
by any representative.from this city. 

There is just one chance that Chicago 


may miss out and St. Louis eventually se- 
cure the big event—should conditions ren- 
der it necessary to postpone the World's 
Fair until 194. There is a strong possi- 
bility that the claims of Chicago may be 
overridden. 

Mr. James E. Sullivan, national secretary 
and treasurer of the A. A. U. of America, 
has been favorable to the interests of St. 
Louis in this particular for some time, and 
at the Paris meeting. in default of the pres- 
ence of a local representative. he under- 
took to advance arguments in favor 
this city. 

He was not successful. 

Should the St. Louis World's 
postponed until 1904, the situation will be 
altered and St. Louis will become at once 
the most desirable place for the holding 
of the greatest athlet 
It will, furthermore, probably be the choice 
of the athletes themselves, as the prizes 
will doubtless be more magnificent and 
the attendance infinitely greater. 

In event of the postponement of the Fair, 
the A. A. U. of America would become an 
all-powerful factor tn determining the lo- 
cation of the contests. It is within the 
power of this organization to refuse to sanc- 
tion any meeting, and its influence 
undoubtedly bring the Olympian games to 
St. Louis. 


A. A. U., said on the subject: 

“If conditions render the postponement 
of the fair necessary, there is, to my mind, 
little doubt that St. Louis will ‘secure the 
Olympian meeting. Mr. Sullivan is a power 
in the world of athletics. He was director 
of the Olympian games at the Paris Expo- 
sition, and is now in charge of the Pan- 
American gumes ui Buffalo. He has “or 
years been in touch with athletes of all na- 
tions, and his influence widespread. More 
than anv other man, he is responsible for 
the standing of the A. A. U. abroad. I-un- 
derstand that Mr. Sullivan is favorable 
the interests of this city, and would like to 
see the games brought here. He would 
be an excellent man for the directorship of 
the World's Fair Athletics, and in event

Elected Commander of the Sons 
of Confederate Veterans. 


MEM PHIS, Tenn., May 30.—The reunion of 
ithe Confederate Veterans has ended by 
the re-election, with a mighty demonstra- 
tion, of Gen. John B. Gordon, commander- 
in-chief; Lieutenant-General W. L. Cabell, 
commander of the transmississippi depart- 
|}ment; Lieutenant-General 8. D. Lee, com- 
mander of the Army of the Tennessee, and 
Lieutenant-General Wade Hampton, com- 
mander of the Army of Northern Virgfnia. 
| This convention was notable because it 
decided that steps are to be taken at once 
for the erection of the “Battle Abbev" tn 
Richmond, Va., sufficient fuhds being -on 
hand. 

The Sons of Confederate Veterans closed 
their convention in one of the stormiest 
sessions in the history of the organization. 
Nearly the entire afternoon was consumed 
in the election of a commander-in-chie‘c. 
The flower parade was scheduled for the 
fame time as the election of officers, and 
an effort to pose pone the election was bit- 
terly apogee: by the friends of Judge 
Richard B. Haughton of St. Louis, who, 
after several hours of wrangling, was elect- 
ed over Edwin P. Cox of Richmond, Va 
James Mann, chairman of the memorial 
committee, reported that $700 had been 
collected for the monument which the Sons 
of Veterans propose to erect in honor of 
the Confederate women. He made a strong 
plea for support, and subscriptions to the 
amount of $5000 were raised This makes 
$5700 pledged to the committee. The con- 
vention adjourned sine die to meet in Dal- 
las, Tex., in 1902. 

A beautiful sight was the great floral 
parade, with which the citizens of Mem- 
phis honored their guests and the confeder- 
ate reunion Over a hundred vehicles, 
Which were masses of flowers, were in 
line, and all 
witnessed the flower parade given last yea!
